Back and front alike 

With 3i%mm needles, cast on 1 09 (1 1 5) 

(1 21 ) (1 27) (1 34) (1 40) (1 46) (1 52) sts 
loosely. 

Change to 2%mm needles. 

Beginning with a k row, ss 9 rows. 

Change to 3i%mm needles. 

Ss another 9 rows. 

Next row: [K next st tog with 
corresponding st on cast-on edge] to 
end - 1 09 (1 1 5) (1 21 ) (1 27) (1 34) (1 40) 
(146) (152) sts.KI row. 

Beginning with a k row, continue in ss 
until work measures 27cm from folded 
edge, ending with a p row. 

Shape for sleeves: Inc 1 st at each end of 
next 6 rows. Cast on 6 sts at beginning of 
next 2 rows - 1 33 (1 39) (1 45) (1 51 ) (1 58) 
(164) (170) (176) sts. 

Mark each end of last row. 

Continue in ss until work measures 1 0 
(1 1 ) (1 2) (1 3) (1 3) (1 4) (1 5) (1 6) cm from 
markers, ending with a k row. 

Divide for neck: Next row: P53 (55) (58) 
(60) (67) (69) (72) (74) and leave these sts 
on a spare needle for first side neck, cast 
off next 27 (29) (29) (31) (24) (26) (26) (28) 
sts, p to end. Work on last set of 53 (55) 
(58) (60) (67) (69) (72) (74) sts for second 
side neck. 

Second side neck: Work 1 row. 

Cast off 4 (4) (4) (4) (5) (5) (5) (5) sts at 
beginning of next row and 3 following 
alternate rows - 37 (39) (42) (44) (47) (49) 
(52) (54) sts. 

Continue in ss until work measures 1 8 
(19) (20) (21) (22) (23) (24) (25) cm from 
markers, ending with a p row. 

Shape top of sleeve and shoulder: 

Cast off 6 (7) (7) (7) (8) (8) (9) (9) sts at 
beginning of next row and 4 following 
alternate rows - 7 (4) (7) (9) (7) (9) (7) (9) 
sts. Work 1 row. Cast off. 

First side neck: With right side facing, 
rejoin yarn to remaining 53 (55) (58) (60) 
(67) (69) (72) (74) sts left on spare needle. 
Work 2 rows. 

Cast off 4 (4) (4) (4) (5) (5) (5) (5) sts at 
beginning of next row and 3 following 
alternate rows - 37 (39) (42) (44) (47) 

(49) (52) (54) sts. 

Continue in ss until work measures 1 8 


(19) (20) (21) (22) (23) (24) (25) cm from 
markers, ending with a k row. 

Shape top of sleeve and shoulder: 
Cast off 6 (7) (7) (7) (8) (8) (9) (9) sts at 
beginning of next row and 4 following 
alternate rows - 7 (4) (7) (9) (7) (9) (7) (9) 
sts. Work 1 row. Cast off. 

Collar 

(make 2 pieces alike) 

With 3i%mm needles, cast on 1 1 1 (1 1 3) 
(1 1 3) (1 1 5) (1 1 9) (1 22) (1 22) (1 24) sts 
loosely. 

Change to 2%mm needles. 

Beginning with a k row, ss 5 rows. 
Change to 3i%mm needles. 

Ss another 5 rows. 

Next row: [K next st tog with 
corresponding st on cast-on edge] to 
end - 111 (113) (113) (115) (119) (122) 
(122) (124) sts. K 1 row. 

Beginning with a k row, continue in ss 
until collar measures 7cm from folded 
edge, ending with a p row. 

Change to 2%mm needles. 

Continue in ss for another 5cm, ending 
with a p row. Cast off. 

Sleeve edgings 

(both alike) 

Join shoulder seams. With right side 
facing, using 2%mm needles, pick up 
and k91 (95) (1 02) (1 08) (1 1 2) (1 1 9) 

(1 22) (1 29) sts evenly along row-ends 
of sleeve. 

Beginning with a p row, ss 4 rows. 

Cast off loosely. 

To make up 

Join side and sleeve seams, working 
through both thicknesses at lower 
edges. Fold sleeve edging in half to 
wrong side and slip stitch in position. 
Join side edges of collar, allowing for 
fold over. Sew cast-off edge of collar 
evenly around neck edge, then fold 
collar over to right side.

Join all raglan seams, then join side and 
sleeve seams. Sew on buttonhole band.

Position pocket linings on 
wrong sides of fronts and slip stitch in 
place. Sew on buttons.

K, knit; p, purl; st, stitch; tog, together;

Wheatear rib 

This very symmetrical stitch makes a firm 
fabric without any stretch. 

Multiple of 5 sts plus 1. 

1st row (wrong side): K1, [p4, k1] to end. 
2nd row: PI, [tw2rt, tw2lt, pi] to end. 
Repeat 1st and 2nd rows. 




Tiny honeycomb 

Lots of twists are needed to make this 
attractive texture. 

Multiple of 4 sts. 

1st row (wrong side): K1, [p2, k2] to last 
3 sts, p2, k1 . 

2nd row: [Tw2rt, tw2lt] to end. 

3rd row: PI, [k2, p2] to last 3 sts, k2, p1. 
4th row: [Tw2lt, tw2rt] to end. 

Repeat 1st to 4th rows. 




Open basketweave 

The addition of increases and decreases 
opens up these twists. 

Multiple of 2 sts plus 1. 

1st row (right side): K1, [yo, tw2rt] 
to end.

3rd row: Tw2lt, [yo, tw2lt] to last st, k1 .

Spiral rib 

Right twists are placed to give the effect 
of a continuous spiral. 

Multiple of 6 sts plus 2. 

1st row (wrong side): K2, [p4, k2] to end. 
2nd row: P2, * [tw2rt] twice, p2; repeat 
from * to end. 

3rd row: As 1st row. 

4th row: P2, * kl, tw2rt, kl, p2; repeat 
from * to end. 

Repeat 1st to 4th rows. 


Mock cable 

A well-defined cable effect can be made 
by twisting three stitches. 

Multiple of 10 sts plus 2. 

1st row (wrong side): K2, [p3, k2] to end. 
2nd row: P2, * k in front of 3rd st on 
left-hand needle, then 2nd st, then first 
st, slip all 3 sts off tog, p2, k3, p2; repeat 
from * to end. 

3rd row: As 1st row. 

4th row: P2, * k3, p2, twist 3 sts as on 
2nd row, p2; repeat from * to end.

3rd decrease row: [K2tog] to last st, pi

2nd row: 3ch, 3tr in first tr, * miss 1tr and 2ch, 1dc over ch and 
into 4th of 7tr, miss 2ch and Itr, 7tr in 1-ch sp, miss 2ch; repeat 
from pending miss Itrand 2ch, Idcoverch and into 4th of 7tr, 
miss 2ch and 1tr, 4tr in 3rd of 3ch. 

3rd row: 3ch, miss 3tr, * work 1tr, 1ch, Itr in next dc, 5ch, miss 
7tr; repeat from *, ending work Itr, 1ch, Itr in next dc, 2ch, miss 
3tr, Idc in 3rd of 3ch. 

4th row: Ich, Idc in dc below, * miss 2ch and 1tr, work 7tr in 
1-ch sp, miss Itrand 2ch, 1dc over ch and into 4th of 7tr; repeat 
from *, ending miss Itrand 2ch, 1dc in first of 3ch.

Shell trellis 

Setting shells in a mesh makes 
a very open stitch pattern.

1st row (wrong side): 6ch 
(counts as Idc and 5ch), * Idc in 3rd of next 5ch, 5ch, Idc in 3rd 
of 5tr, 5ch; repeat from *, ending 1 dc in 3rd of 5ch, 5ch, 1 dc in 3rd 
of 3ch. 

2nd row: * 5ch, 1 dc in 3rd of next 5ch, miss 2ch, 5tr in next dc, 
Idc in 3rd of 5ch; repeat from *, ending 2ch, Itr in first of 6ch.

Lacy fans 

This stitch pattern incorporates 
two-stitch clusters in the fan 
shapes.

Shells, or fans, are made by working several stitches in one 
chain or stitch.

Ss 3 rows. 

2nd dec row: [K1 , k2tog] to end - 1 8 sts. 

Ss 5 rows. 

3rd dec row: [K2tog] to end - 9 sts. P 1 row. 
Break off yarn, thread end through remaining 
sts, pull up tightly and secure. 

Join row-ends together, leaving cast-on 


edge open. Stuff firmly. With the seam at 
centre back, join cast-on edge together 
for lower muzzle edge.

3rd dec row: [K4, k2tog] twice, k8, [k2tog, 
k4] twice - 28 sts. 

Ss 3 rows. 

4th dec row: K4, k2tog, k2, k2tog, k8, k2tog, 
k2, k2tog, k4 - 24 sts. P 1 row. 

5th dec row: [K1 , k2tog] to end - 1 6 sts. 

P 1 row. 

6th dec row: [K2tog] to end - 8 sts. 

Break off yarn, thread end through remaining 
sts, pull up tightly and secure. Join row-ends 
together, leaving cast-on edge open. Stuff 
firmly. With the seam at centre back, join 
cast-on edge together for lower edge. 

Neck 

With 3mm needles and Walnut, cast on 
10 sts.

Change to Walnut and ss 1 4 rows. 

3rd dec row: [K4, k2tog] to end - 20 sts. 

Ss 1 5 rows. 

4th dec row: [K3, k2tog] to end - 1 6 sts. 

Ss 1 5 rows. Cast off. 

Gather cast-on edge on each leg, pull up 
tightly and secure. Join row-ends, leaving 
cast-off edges open. Stuff legs firmly. With 
the seam at inside edge, join cast-off edge 
together. Sew top of legs to base of body, 
placing seam on the inside.

Change to Walnut and ss 6 rows. 

3rd dec row: [K6, k2tog] to end - 1 4 sts. 

Ss 7 rows. 

4th dec row: [K5, k2tog] to end - 1 2 sts. 

Ss 7 rows. 

Shape top: Dec 1 st at each end of next 
row and 3 following alternate rows - 4 sts. 

P 1 row. 

Next row: [K2tog] twice - 2 sts. Cast 
off. 

Gather cast-on edge on each arm, pull 
up tightly and secure. Join row-ends to 
beginning of top shaping. Stuff arms 
firmly and sew top to sides of body.

With SmiTi needles and Signal Red, cast on 
8 sts.

Cast on 7 sts at beginning of next 2 rows - 
24 sts. Cast off 1 2 sts at beginning of next 
row.

2nd inc row: Inc in first st, k1 - 3 sts. P 1 row. 
3rd inc row: [Inc in next st] to end - 6 sts. 

Ss 5 rows. 

3rd dec row: [K1 , k2tog] twice - 4 sts. Cast off. 
Fold ears in half and sew around outer edges. 
Sew ears to top of head, just below antlers. 

Tail 

With 3mm needles and Walnut, cast on 
20 sts. 

Beginning with a k row, ss 2 rows. 

1 st dec row: K2, k2tog, k to last 4 sts, k2tog, 
k2. P 1 row. 

Repeat last 2 rows, twice more - 1 4 sts. 

2nd dec row: K2, [k2tog, k1 ] to end - 1 0 sts. 

P 1 row. 

3rd dec row: K1 , [k2tog, k1 ] to end - 7 sts. 

P 1 row. 

4th dec row: K1 , [k2tog] to end - 4 sts. 

P 1 row. 

Break off yarn, thread end through remaining 
sts, pull up tightly and secure. 

Join row-ends and stuff firmly. Sew open 
end of tail to lower edge of back.

K 3 rows. 

Change to 4mm needles. 

1st row: K. 


2nd row: P to last 3 sts, k3. 

These 2 rows form ss with gst edging. 
Repeat these 2 rows, 9 (10) (11) (12) times 
more. 

1st pocket row: K23 (25) (27) (29), cast 
off next 12 (13) (15) (16) sts, kto end. 

2nd pocket row: P3, p across 12 (13) (15) 

(16) sts of other pocket lining, p to end. 
Continue in ss with gst edging until 
right front measures 8 (9) (9) (9) cm 
from beginning, ending with a wrong 
side row. 

Buttonhole row: K3, yf, k2tog, k13 (15) 

(17) (19), k2tog, yf, kto end. 

Continue until right front measures 12 

(14) (15) (16) cm from beginning, ending 
with a right side row. 

Shape armhole: Cast off 4 sts at 
beginning of next row - 34 (37) (41) 

(44) sts. 

Continue until right front measures 13 

(15) (16) (17) cm from beginning, ending 
with a wrong side row. 


Buttonhole row: K3, yf, k2tog, k13 (15) 
(17) (19), k2tog, yf, kto end. 

Continue until right front measures 
the same as back to shoulder shaping, 
ending at armhole edge. 

Shape shoulder: Cast off 11 (12) (14) (25) 
sts at beginning of next row - 23 (25) 

(27) (29) sts. Leave remaining sts on a 
spare needle, but do not break off yarn. 

Hood 

First join shoulder seams. With right side

Increase row: K3, upl, kto last 3 sts, upl, 
k3. Ss 3 rows. 

Repeat last 4 rows, 4 (5) (7) (8) times 
more, then work the increase row again 
-41 (45) (51) (55) sts. 

Continue straight until sleeve measures 
13 (15) (18) (20) cm from beginning, 
ending with a wrong side row. 

Mark each end of last row. 

Ss another 6 rows. Cast off. 

To make up 

Fold hood in half, lengthwise and join 
top seam. Set sleeves into armholes, 
sewing row-ends above markers to 
cast-off sts at underarms. Join side and 
sleeve seams. Catch pocket linings on 
wrong side. Sew on buttons. Sew fur 
trim (if used) to outer edge of hood and 
catch down on the inside.

Shape neck: Next row: Cast off 4 sts, k to 
last 4 sts, cast off last 4 sts.

Sugar stiffener 



I Back in August, you ran a pattern for crocheted 
bowls. The instructions say the bowls are firmed 
up in shape by fabric stiffener. I remember a 
simila^iroject years ago where the instructions said to 
make a stiffener out of sugar. Can you help with this? 

Here's what to do: put 2tbsp granulated sugar 
^ into a small pan with 1 tbsp water. Warm over 

L a low heat until the sugar has dissolved. Don't let 
the sugar burn or you'll never get the smell out of your kitchen! 
While the mixture is still warm, dip your crocheted bowl into it, 
covering it completely. Squeeze out any excess liquid, taking 
care not to burn your fingers. Lastly, place the crocheted bowl 
over your mould and leave until dry. Now you'll have a bowl 
strong enough to hold your nicknacksi 


I My husband's a keen gardener 
and needs a pair of fingerless 
gloves to keep his hands 
warm^ile he's outdoors. Have you ever 
featured fingerless gloves for men? I can't 
be the only wife worried her husband's 
green fingers are turning blue!

Bootee confusion 

\ The baby set featured in the 
November issue was pretty 
simple - until I got to the 
} I picked up the stitches for 
the sole and worked 5 rows in stocking 
stitch. But what happens in the next 
row? The pattern is telling me to knit 
the next stitches with the corresponding stitch from the 
cast-on ro^ but every time I try it, it goes wrong. 

yjf The row where you're going wrong is worked 
^ to create a ridge around the bootee's sole. 

L You could try picking up the stitches from 
the cast-on row first, using a needle at least two sizes 
smaller than the ones you've used up to that point. With 
the wrong side facing, and starting at the opposite end, 
pick up the stitches along the cast-on row. Now, place this 
needle behind the needle holding the stitches yet to be 
worked. Next, insert the working needle into the first stitch on 
the needle in front, then into the corresponding stitch on the 
needle behind and knit them together. If that doesn't work, 
you could knit one row and mark this row before continuing 
with the pattern to complete the sole. Then, with wrong side 
facing, and using a knitting sewing needle, join the stitches on 
marked row with the back of the stitches on the picked-up row.

Dog-coat dilemma 

I There was a gorgeous tartan dog coat in one of 
your recent issues. A vintage pattern, I believe. 
On the face of it, it looked quite easy to make. 
But when I studied the pattern more closely, I saw the 
coat's vertical stripes weren't knitted in but crocheted on. 
And try as I might, I've never mastered crochet. Is there 
some other way I could do the vertical stripes? 

^The vertical stripes really make the look of this 
coat, so 1 understand why you don't want to leave 
them off. You could knit the stripes using the 
intarsia method, rather than purling them. Or, you 
could knit the coat's horizontal stripes using purl 
stitches as stated. Then, embroider the chin 
stitches in the same colour as the stripes 
along the purl stitches, using a knitting 
sewing needle. The overall effect would 
be the same as crocheted stripes.

With Canary, embroider zig-zag 
pattern around cuffs. Sew shaped edge 
of arms to side of body. 

Legs (make 2) 

Toes: With 3%mm needles and Cream, 
cast on 3 sts. 

* Next row: Inc kwise in first st, k2 - 4 sts. 
Beginning with a p row, ss 3 rows on 
these 4 sts only. Break off yarn and leave 
these sts. 

With 3%mm needles and Cream, cast on 

3 sts onto needle holding sts.* 

Work from * to * 4 times more. 

Next row: Inc kwise in first st, k2 - 4 sts. 
Beginning with a p row, ss 3 rows on these 

4 sts only. 

Foot: Joining row: Work across toe sts 
thus: K3, k2tog, k2, k2tog, k6, k2tog, k2, 
k2tog, k3 - 20 sts. Ss 7 rows. 

1st dec row: [K3, k2tog] to end - 16 sts. 

P 1 row. 

2nd dec row: [K2, k2tog] to end - 12 sts. 
Cast off. 


Knitting 


Leg: With 3%mm 
needles and Cream, 
cast on 20 sts. 

Beginning with a k row, 
ss 6 rows. 

Dec row: [K3, k2tog] to end - 16 sts. 

Ss 8 rows. Cast off. 

Leg patch: With 3%mm needles and 
Black, cast on 2 sts. 

Next row: Inc kwise in each st - 4 sts. 

P 1 row. 

Next row: [K2tog] twice - 2 sts. 

Break off yarn and thread end through 
remaining sts, pull up tightly and secure. 
Fold feet in half widthwise and join seam 
around each toe and side of foot. Using 
tweezers, stuff toes and feet firmly. Join 
cast-off edge. Join row-ends on legs. 
Position cast-off edge to top of foot and 
sew in place. Stuff legs firmly and sew top 
edge to underside of body. Sew patch to 
front right leg. 


Tall 

With 3%mm needles and Cream, cast on 
14 sts. 

Beginning with a k row, ss 20 rows. 

Next row: K2, [k2tog, k2] 3 times - 11 sts. 
Ss 3 rows. 

Next row: K2, [k2tog, k1] 3 times - 8 sts. 

P 1 row. 

Next row: [K2tog] 4 times - 4 sts. 

P 1 row. 

Break off yarn and thread end through 
remaining sts, pull up tightly and secure. 
Patch: With 3%mm needles and Canary, 
cast on 2 sts. 

Next row: Inc kwise in each st - 4 sts. 

Ss 5 rows. 

Next row: [K2tog] twice - 2 sts. 

Break off yarn and thread end through 
remaining sts, pull up tightly and secure. 
Join row-ends of tail. Stuff tail firmly and 
attach at back of body just below jumper. 
Position patch on underside of tail and 
secure in place.
